THE JAPS, 


Toronto Sept. 10.—R, G. Mac- 
pherson M. P., is a Vancouverite 
with a mission. He is onhis way 
to Sir. Wilfrid Laurier to preach 
to the premier the gospel of Asi- 
atic exclusion. This is too 
western a man to walk around 
corners where there are short 
cuts to be taken and he will talk 
very plainly when he gets to 
Ottawa. He is interested enough 
in his message to talk to the 
reporters in his underclothes this 
morning and three minutes talk 
is enough to convince the doubter 
thar he is very much in earnest. 
When he swings those stalwart 
arms of his to the rythm of his 
pleasant but emphatic speech, ‘it 
is easy to say that the west has a 
big problem and that R. G. Mao- 
pherson knows it. 


We must stop the Japanese 
invasion,” deolares this west- 
erner, ‘fand he will tell Sir 
Wilfrid so on Monday. “It’s not 
a case of got-to, but going to,’”’ 
he remarked to day, and his tone 
was one of absolute finality. 

‘Sure as fate,’? he continued 
‘*if this thing goes on, the western 
part of Canada will be lost to 
Canada.

GROWING NUT TREES. | 
\ — - ; 
{In Planting Follow Nature’s Own Way 
as Much as Possible. 

The age at which any nut trees come 
Into bearing depends on the care given 
to the trees. Some authorities state 
that fifteen or twenty years are neces- 
sary to bring them into full bearing 
from the time the nut is planted. This 
is a mistake, as trees that have been 
well cared ror should bear a bushel of 
nuts in ten years, and the quantity 
wifl increase rapidly each year after 
that time. 

Some persons may enjoy raising 
these trees from seed. To be sure, it 
is rather a slow process, but it is in- 
teresting work. When planting the 
nuts, if they have thin shells be per- 
fectly sure that they have not dried 
out at all. The best plan is to get 
them as soon as they ripen and plant 
them at once. When this is not possi- 
ble, keep them in moist sand or in 
sawdust until they can be started. 
Butternuts, walnuts, hickory nuts and 
filberts, being bard shelled, will keep 
in growing condition much longer, but 
should be planted in the fall, as they 
germinate better when allowed to 
freeze, as that cracks the shell. 

The fall planting is nature’s own 
plan, and the nearer we follow her 
ways the better results we~may ex- 
pect. Another thing, do not plant the 
nuts deep. Nature drops them on the 
surface and gives them a thick cover- 
ing of leaves, in which the dirt catches 
as it blows about; then the snow cov- 
ers all and helps the leaves to decay 
and form a covering of leaf mold for 
the tree to grow in.—Dxchange. 


ROMANCE OF A NAME. 


Hugh Williams and a Remarkable 
Series of Coincidences. 

Names have figured frequently in co- 
incidences, one of the most remarkable 
cases being that recorded of a series of 
men named Hugh Williams, whose es- 
capes from shipwreck are recorded by 
an English chronicler. 

On Dee. 6, 1664, according to this au- 
thority, the English ship Menia was 
crossing the strait of Dover and cap- 
sized In a gale. Of the cighty-one pas- 
sengers on board one was saved. His 
name was Hugh Williams, 

On the same day of the same month 
{n 1785 a pleasure boat was wrecked 
on the Isle of Man. There were sixty 
persons on the boat, among them one 
Hugh Williams and his family, Of the 
thrgescore none but old Hugh Williams 
survived the shock. 

On Aug. 5, 1820, a picnicking party 
on the Thames was run down by a 
coal barge. There were twenty-five of 
the plenickers, mostly children under 
twelve years of age. Little Hugh Wil- 
liams, a visitur from Liverpool, only 
five years old, was the only one who 
was saved, . 

Now comes the most singular part of 
this singular story. On Aug. 19, 1889, a 
coal Iaden craft, with nine men, foun- 
dered in the North sea. Two of the 
men, each of whom was named Hugh 
Williams, an uncle and nephew, were 
rescued by some fishermen and were 
the only men of the crew who lived to 
tell of the calamity.—Scrap Book, 


Herschel’s Memory. 

Until he had become a very old man 
Sir John Herschel retained the strength 
of intellect and freshness of memory 
which enabled him to accomplish his 
great scientific work. Sir Henry DB. 
Roscoe in bis autobiography records 
an instance when Herschel was seven- 
ty-four years old. 
One evening in 1866 I happened to 
meet him. He mentioned as an inter- 
esting plece of news that a star re- 
cently discovered had suddenly burst 
out into first or second magnitude. 
“Do you know,” said Herschel, “that 
when I was at the Cape I observed a 
precisely similar phenomenon?” 
He considered a moment and added, 
“Yes, it was in the year 1835.” Again 
he paused but a moment and conclud- 
ed, “On August the 16th at 1 o’clock 
in the morning.”

DUELING IN THE AMY 


Affair That Put an 
End to the Practice. 


A MIDSHIPMAN’S CHALLENGE. 


It Was Accepted by. the Lawyer, and 
the Battle Was Fought In Delaware 
Sad Fate of the Two Principals In the 
Unfortunate Meeting. 


That settlement of quarrels by appeal 
to the code of honor was no longer to 
be the unwritten law of the American 
ouvy was determined py a duel In 
which William Miller, Jr, a Philadel- 
phia lawyer, was sluin Jp a personal 


afYuir fought along the northern cirele 


of Delaware. ‘The man who fired the 
fatal shot was Midshipman.Charles G. 
Huuter, aud the encounter took place 
along Naamun’s creek on.the afternoon 
of Sunday, March 21, 1830. 

Singularly enough, neither Miller, 
who lost his life, nor Hunter, who kill- 
ed bim, was priucipal‘in the original 
quurre!l that led to the meeting on the 
bank of the Ilttle creek In Delaware. 
Neither had seen the other until a few 
bours before the challenge was sent 
gud accepted. 

Simply a misshot In a gaine of. bil- 
Yards played at Third and Chestnut 
streets, Philadelphia, led to che tragedy 
that plunged two homes Into sorrow 
and imbittered the life of the man 
whose pistol shot causelessly shed hu- 
man blood. 

Henry Wharton Griffith and R. Dil- 
fon Drake, prominent soclety men of 
Philudelphia, pluyed the game of. bil- 
Wards, and Griffith made the misshot 
which culled forth a taunt from Drake, 
who was hnmedlately struck In: the 
face with a cue by Griffith, A chal- 
lenge to u duel was sent by Drake, but 
Griffith declared that the challenger 
was beneath his notice and that he 
would not demean himself socially by 
consenting. to meet bim. 

Then followed u long and wordy war- 
faresin which each posted the other as 
a coward. Lieutenant Duryee of the 
Onited States navy was called to make 
an effort to settle the dispute, and It 
was ‘then that Miller, tho lawyer, and 
flunter, the midshipman, became tn- 
volved in the quarrel. In the’ heated 
discussion Hunter accused Miller of 
publishing a confidential letter, and a 
challenge was at once sent by the mid- 
ehipman and accepted by the attorney. 

It was decided that the duel should 
be fought early on Sunday morning of 
Mareh 21, but it was nearly 10 o'clock 
before—carringes containing the princl- 
pals, seconds and surgeons left a house 
thut stood on Chestnut ‘street, above 
Sixth. ‘he presence of the company 
exci soine: suspicion = at Chester, 
whe, ue purty stopped for lunch, but 
they burried down the post road, tied 
their horses close to the highway and 
proceeded 200 yards behind a clump of 
trees that would shield them from ob- 
servation. 

As the sun was setting two pistol 
shots rang out simultaneously as. one 
of the seconds counted “One, two, three 
—fire!” Hunter stood unbarmed as the 
ball from his opponent's ‘pistol struck 
at his feet, but Miller cried out that 
he was shot; placed one’ hand on hig 
breast ‘and fell. with a bullet lying 
close to his heart. In a few minutes 


he died, while pale and anxious faces . 


watched the convalsive breathing .of 
the dying man. 

“Gentlemen,” sald. Hunter, “I had ‘no 
enmity against ‘this man. -I never 
heard of him until two days ago. Let 
-those whose quarrel embroiled: him :be 
responsible for his death.” 

After a hurried consultation It was 
decvjeu that the midshipmun should 
leave the state at once, and he. was 
driven rapidly to New Castle; Del, 
where be boarded a boat for New York 
and rejoined the, navy. In order to 
hide the tragedy It was decided to wait 
until dark and take Miller to Philndel- 
phia In a carriage. 

Seating the dead man between them, 
two seconds held him in an upright 
position on the long journey to Phila- 
delphia, News of the duel had reached 
Chester, and a crowd of men stood at 
Third street bridge to intercept. the 
carriuges, The first buggy contained 
the surgeon, and, as his explanation 
was satisfactory, he was permitted to 
proceed, ‘he dead man in the second 
carriage was driven through the crowd 
without the ruse being detected, and 
at inidnight the body was placed In a 
house In Vo.lnut strect, where vigil 
was kept by the seconds, who drank 
| heavily to support them In the terrible 
strain under which they had been 
placed. 

Miller’s father. said that he held no 
malice against Hunter, but the mid- 
shipman, who was suspended for a 
year for punishment, was haunted by 
the specter of the dead man. lying on 
the bank of Naaman’s creek, slain by 
his hand, and died a prematurely old 
man after a lonely life, shunt off ‘from 
all hope of preferment In the navy. He 
was-buried by the newspaper men of 
New York, whe erected a tombstone 
over his grave.

f President: Roosevelt, to whom he 


wrote explaining the situation after he 
bad been rejected on account of his 
height at the auxillary ‘recruiting sta- 
tion at Topeka early in April. 

Dagan: had entertained the hope of ; 
becoroing. a. soldier for a number of 
years. He. is. now, twenty-two, and, 
having no one dependent upon him, 
he went-to the recruiting station to en- 
ter the service. He passed a rigid ex- 
amination save for. his height, but the 
oews that for this reason he could not 
become a. soldier did not deter him. 
He had decided .to become one and 
promptly wrote to President Roosevelt 
explaining the situation. He made an 
earnest appeal to the chief executive, 
and the frank, “earnest manner in 
which he couched his plea seemed to 
strike the president as that of a man 
who would make a good soldier. 

This is probably the first instance of 
an acceptance of an application for en- 
listment in the army when a disrrep- 
ancy of two inches in the reyalred 
height existed. The minimum height 
as stipulated by the war saperiment is 
five feet four inches. 

Dagan: 1s of almost perfect build, 
weighs 130 pounds and has a five inch 
chest expansion. He expressed a de- 
sire to enlist in.the cavalry and be sent 
‘o the Philippines. At Jefferson Bar- 
racks he will be assigned to a regiment 
of cavalry under orders or prepuring 
Cor .orders for Philfppino service,

The 
length of time required to form a wall 
of ice’ was 185 days, the wall being

porter, with his family. Thelr duty. 
among other things, Is to keep_ strict. 
Watch on whoever goes in or out, and. 
at least one of them, often the porter’s. 
wife or half grown daughter, {s always. 
at band. 

The chief peculiarity of their temper- 
amert seems to be insatlable appetite. 
At whatever hour of duy or evening 
you call on a concierge you are sure to 
find somebody eating or just risen 
from table, and the atmosphere inhab- 
{ted by this bustling. personage seems 
“Immortally laden with the fumes’ of 
something recently boiled. 

No matter whether you -call on a 
friend who lives In some unpretentious 
out of the way place or on one who- 
tInhabits something like’a palace, the’ 
concierge is always about the same. 
You can detect little difference be- 
tween those in charge of important 
doors and of insignificant. They are 
as Iike as house flies. Of course there 
are private houses In Parls, with regu. 
lar domestic ‘servants ‘such as ‘you 
would flud anywhere, but these, grand 
or simple, are so unusual that you re- 
member the conclerge as everywhere 
standing between you and further hu- 
man intercourse.

“DIRTY MONEY. 


A Large Part of Our Paper Currency 
Is Not Fit to Handle. 

Recent cases of blood poisoning from 
handling dirty money’ furnish a strik- 
ing illustration of the unsatisfactory 
condition of the paper currency of the 
country in this important respect of 
cleanliness. It has often been asserted 
that the dirty notes which pass from 
hand to hand fn this community serve 
as vehicles for the dissemination of 
disense, but it may be doubted wheth- 
er these reiterated statements have 
carried much conviction with them. 

The average man does not exactly 
disbelieve them, but he has an idea 
that they are exaggerated, that there 
is no real danger from the source men- 
tioned, and he Is generally too glad to 
get money of any kind to be very 
particular about its physical quality. 
He thinks that there is not much risk 
of his contracting any disease from all 
the money he has occasion to handle, 
and, anyhow, he is perfectly willing to 
take his chances: 

That kind of feellng can be under- 
stood, and. yet it shows some lack of 
thought or sense. There are noxious 
germs-on wuch of the pauper money In 
circulation, Considering bow many 
hands it passes through and all the 
kinds of people who bave had it in 
their possession it. Is natural, It Is al- 
most unavoidable, that there should be, 
and thut these noxious germs may 
prove Infectious hus been proved more 
than ounce. 

As a matter of fact, a large part of 
the paper currency in circulation Is not 
tit for a nice, clean, self-respecting man 
to be.carrying. around concealed upon 
his person. : In other large cities where 
there ure niimerous’ banks the condi- 
tions are not:so bad, because the banks 
refrain as far as they can from giving 
dirty uotes. to their. customers, but in 
the country, where greenbacks and 
treasury notes are passed around until 
they will scarcely hold together, a state 
of things exists In this connection 
which is distinctly injurious and dig- 
creditable. 

It has been proposed as a remedy 
that the use of paper money in de 
nominations lower than twenty dollars . 
be discontinued and that gold and sil- 

ver coin be exclusively employed in re- 
tall transactions. That this would not’ 
he impracticable is proved by Euro- 
peau experience. There is practically 
uo paper money in England, 

The smallest bill is the five pound 
note of the Bank. of England, which 
the perso ‘tendering Is Hable to be 
asked to Indorse, so seldom {is it seen. 
Americans bave for too many years 
been aceustsmed to the convenience of 
a paper cux.rency to be willing to give 
It up. Yet the problem fs not {nsoluble, 
and some other remedy should be 
sought for und applied when found.— 
Ruiladelphin ‘inquirer. 


Earthquake Curiosities. 

During the earthquake in Jamaica 
lu Januarg four statues in’ the public 
square, all within about 100 yards of 
one anotner, underwent remarkably 
varied experiences. The statue of 
Queen Victoria, on the south side of 
the squaie, was turned slightly to the 
left. Another statue in a correspond- 
ing position on the north side of the 
square was turned to the right A 
statue fucing northeast was thrown to 
the ground and broken in pieces, and 
one facing west was’ snapped in two 
in the middle, and the bust dropped 
upun the base of the pedestal without 
being overturned.

South African Colonies. A memoran- 
dum, edited by Lord Selborne. and 
issued with hig aithority, points out 
the necessity of “e-tablishing one Par- 
liament to represent the whole of 
South Africa, and protect British 
ports and interest:, especially in view 
of the position of Yelagoa Bay, which, 
under the Portugese, is reaping in- 


‘| ordinate railway and other advant- 


ages. The memoir tndum asserts that 
the state of affa 3 is such that the 
political position -f the country as a 
whole must withi: the present year be 
deliberately discussed between all the 
Rritish South African Governments. 
The memorandum conveys’ the jm- 
pression that union is necessitated by 
the position of Delagoa Bay, which is 
reaping inordinate railway and other 
advantages ruinously affecting the 
British ports, and the idea is 
that a consolidation of the railway 
and other British interests terminat- 
ing this state of things, though with 
scrupulous fairness to our ally Por- 
tugal, becomes increasingly pressing. 
General Botha and his Government 
point out that the memorandum was 
drawn up before they took office. 
While cordially appreving of federa- 
tion, they dissent from what is said 
in the document regarding Delagoa 
Bay. declaring that their attitude to- 
wards the Portugnese will always be 
sincerely friendly. Lord. Selborne 
strongly depreentes retarding federa- 
tion. The Colonies, it is pointed out, 
possess full self-government, but 
South Africa as a whole does not pos- 
sess it, because there are constant 
inter-Colonial divergences which _ne- 
cessitate the intervention of the High 
Commissioner, who is controlled by 
the Imperial Government. Conse- 
quently, in extreme cases, the’ ulti- 
mate authority in the atrictly internal 
affairs of South Africa is the Imperial 
Parliament. South Africa, the memo- 
randum adds, can.only be wisely: and 
successfully governed by a Govern- 
ment responsible to a Parliament rep- 
resenting the whole. of South. Africa. 
The fonr’self-governing Colonies of 
South. Africa, now that Orengia~ has 
‘een granted a constitution, are’ the 
Cape of Good Hope, Natal, the Trana- 
vaal, and the Orange River Colony.
